Proper timing of farm and garden 
tasks cannot be unduly over-empha­ 
sized. If it were possible at the end 
of the year to compute accurately 
all the causes of failure and re­ 
duced production, it is reasonable 
to assume that neglect to observe 
groper dates would rank close to the 
top of the list. And at no other sea­ 
son Is timing more essential than 
from February I until May I.

SAYS COLLEGES' 
PEAK IS PAST 


P ittsburg h. Jan. 31 iff*)—American 
colleges and universities are going 
n have to go out and sell their 
product -education—says Dr. John 
M Daniels, chairman of admissions 
at Carnegie Institute of Technology, j 
Daniels, in his mid-winter report 
issued yesterday, said that applica­ 
tions for technical training centers. 
have dropped 40 per cent in the last 
year. 
"It’s a buyer's market from now 
on." Daniels said. "Those colleges 
which insist on top-ranking stu­ 
dents are going to have to go out 
and compete for them, as we did 
in the pre-war days." 
Predicting that conditions will be 
worse than in the days prior to 
World War II, Daniels blamed in­ 
flation as the cause. He said more 
families are going to decide they 
can't afford college educations for 
their boys and girls. 
Daniels' report showed that 85 per 
cent of the Carnegie Tech students 
were World War II veterans. He 
predicted at the same time veterans 
would number only about IO per 
cent of the total enrollment this 
fall.

BONUS BILL AND 
SUMMER CAMP 
AT FINAL VOTE

Harrisburg, Jan. 31 OP)—A $500.- 
000.000 veterans bonus bill and a 
plan to establish a summer camp for 
children in Pennsylvania moved up 
today for a final vote in the General 
Assembly 
The two measures were tabbed for 
priority action 
as 
the 
common- [ 
wealth's lawmakers returned to the 
capitol for a busy three-day session.; 
But the biggest Assembly develop­ 
ment will come Tuesday, Governor 
James H Duff is expected then to 
submit the commonwealth's budget 
for the next two years. That will 
start the lawmakers to work on the 
real business of the session—allocat­ 
ing the state’s revenue to various 
purposes. 
Bonus To Pass 
The Senate will vote finally on 
Duffs plan to use the $85,090,000 
Indiantown Gap military reservation 
for a summer camp for 
under­ 
privileged children. 
The House is expected to approve 
quickly the Senate-passed bill au­ 
thorizing a maximum $500 bonus 
for 
Pennsylvania’s 
1.314.000 
vet­ 
erans of World War II. It requires 
final action by the voters in No­ 
vember. 
The bonus measure amends the 
state constitution, authorizing issu­ 
ance of $500,000,000 in bonds to pay 
the bonus. The payment would be at 
the rate of $15 for each month of 
overseas duty and $10 monthly, for 
domestic service. 
Then Goo* to Voters 
An amendment to the constitution 
to become effective, requires passage 
by two sessions of the Legislature 
and a favorable statewide referen­ 
dum. Since the measure already has 
been approved by the 1947 Legisla­ 
ture. it will. if approved by the 
present General Assembly, be ready 
for the voters in the fall. 
A 1947 law set up initial operation 
of the veterans’ bonus through the 
military affairs department but its 
I long range financing, should the 
voters ratify it, will be a problem 
for the 1951 session of the Legisla­ 
ture. unless a special session 
called. 
Two financing plans already have 
been suggested. The governor, in re- 
i Jecting a proposed general sales tax 
at this session, said that levy might 
be needed to finance the bonus. 
Pari-mutuel Plan 
Legislation also has been presented 
at this session to establish race­ 
tracks and legalize pari-mutuel bet­ 
ting. The state's take from the ma­ 
chines, estimated at $10,000,030 to 
$12,000,000 annually would be ear­ 
marked for the bonus. 
The summer canin bill would place 
children sent to md tan town Gap 
under supervision of the Department 
of Public Instruction. The military 
affairs department w*ould supervise 
feeding and housing of the children 
and fix dates for the camp. 
Also up for final action in the 
Senate is a measure which would 
impose heavier penalties for bribery 
or attempted bribery in state sports. 
Gas Tax Controversy 
Meanwhile, a storm of controversy 
continued to rage around the gov­ 
ernor's request for a boost in the 
state gasoline tax. He has asked for 
a two-cent boost in the four-cent 
gas tax, or a one-cent increase with 
accompanying powers to create a 
general state authority to finance 
costly construction. 
In a week-end statement, Ray F. 
Smock, state Highways Secretary, 
struck back at the Pennsylvania oil
